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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant please note that changes have been made to the restriction 
requirement dated 12/31/07. Groups I and IV (claims 1-3,13-15,17-19 and 21) have 
been joined. Groups II and V (claims 5-10 and 22-17) have been joined. Groups III and 
VI (claims 1 1 ,1 2,28 and 29) have been joined. Group VII (claims 30-40) remains the 
same. Groups VIII and IX (claims 41-52) are joined. 

Applicant elected Group I in a response filed 1/29/08. In view of the above, the 
examiner has examined the claims belonging to Groups I and IV (claims 1-3,13-15,17- 
19 and 21). A call was made to Rosalio Haro on September 19, 2008 to inform him of 
the above changes. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5- 
12 and 22-52 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
5-12 and 22-52 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3,13-15,17-19 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3,13- 
1 5,17-1 9 and 21 allowable over the prior art of record because the examiner found 
neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to 
combine any of the said prior art which teaches a printing apparatus connected to an 
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external interface device, comprising: a data protection unit including a backup unit for 
copying the protected (setting and history data) data of the primary data memory unit to 
a rewritable, nonvolatile reserve data memory unit disposed in the external interface 
device as recited in claim 1 including all of the other features recited therein. It follows 
that claims 2 and 3 are allowed for depending on allowable claim 1 . It follows that the 
corresponding method steps of claims 13-15 and corresponding computer readable 
storage medium steps of claims 17-19 and 21 are allowable for the reasons stated 
above.
